DISEASE AND LICE. 


Call for Liberal Use of Kerosene 
Emulsion and Whitewashing. 

Disease and lice are .the great ob¬ 
stacles to be overcome in poultry rais¬ 
ing. The houses may- be kept free 
from lice by a liberal use of kerosene 
emulsion and by whitewashing, 
Whitewash serves a double purpose, 
that of ridding the house of lice ami 
mailing the interior of the house 
much lighter. A small window, with 
the interior of the house whitewashed, 
will make the building as ligh as 
a much larger window without 
Whitewash. If the poultry houses are 
kept free from lice, the fowls can 
usually be depended upon to keep 
themselves free by a liberal use of the 
dust hath. If, however, body lice are 
found, they may be successfully treat¬ 
ed by dusting insect powder under 
the feathers in the evening and allow¬ 
ing the fowls to remain undisturbed 
on the perches after the treatment. 

Starting a Duck Plant. 

A duck plant should he located on 
a line of railroad in direct communi¬ 
cation with the city markets, and not 
too far from the station. Almost any 
location will do for the plant, and 
worn-out land, that can be bad cheap,

Plans for a duck plant 

will do as well as the richer and more 
fertile land costing several times as 
much. Sandy soil is to he preferred 
The buildings should be arranged to 
secure good drainage and be conven¬ 
ient to each other, that labor may be 
reduced to a minimum. The labor at¬ 
tached to raising poultry is an item 
that is overlooked by many, and tbe 
cost of it often reduces very notably 
the earnings of the plant. 

Every department of the plant 
should he so located as to economize 
the time of the attendants. 

White Muscovy Duck. 

They are sometimes called the 
Musk duck, owing to the odor of 
musk which pervades the skin, hut 
which is not noticeable when cooked. 
Muscovy ducks are very unsatisfac¬ 
tory birds to keep on the farm with 
other poultry, owing to their quarrel- 
Fomie and pugnacious natures.

iTpatA. 
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The flesh of the Muscovy is consid¬ 
ered very good when eaten young, 
and compares favorably with that of 
any other duck. They do not lay 
nearly as many eggs as the common 
kinds. When bred they must be kept 
in yards by themselves, and their 
wings must be clipped to Keep them 
from flying. 

Dressing Poultry for Market. 

A considerable proportion of the 
c’Tesed poultry consigned to commir- 
siou houses in large cities brings to 
the producer a much smaller profit 
than it Would had the same poultry 
been dressed and packed for ship¬ 
ment with greater N skiil. It is of prime 
importance that the poultry products 
be placed on the market in a condi¬ 
tion that will make them appear as 
inviting as possible. Proper feeding 
for two or three weeks before the 
fowls are slaughtered will improv:. 
their color materially. In most of the 
American markets fat fowls with a 
yellow skin bring the highest price, 
This condition may be secured most 
cheaply by feeding a grain ration, 
composed largely of corn, for two or 
three weeks before the fowis are 
slaughtered, Of the more common 
grain foods there is none that excels 
corn for this purpose, 

Feed for YoUrig Chickens. 

Granulated oats (with the hulls re¬ 
moved) make an excellent food for 
young chilckens. There is, perhaps, 
no better grain food for young chick¬ 
ens than oats prepared in’ this man¬ 
ner. It may be fed to good advan¬ 
tage after the second or third day ift 
connection with the bread sopped in 
milk, A good practice is to keep it 
before them all the time. 

The officials of the German State 
railways are henceforth to wear hel¬ 
mets instead of the present peaked 
caps. They have be’eii jealous of the 
military looking headgear of the po¬ 
licemen. 


Salaries Range as Low as $125 a 
Year in New England. 

Many stories of poverty among 
ministers were told recently to the 
New England Methodist Conference 
by Presiding Elder J. I, Bartholomew 
of the Norwich district, which in¬ 
cludes all the Methodist churches in 
Connecticut east of the Connecticut 
river, five churches in Rhode Island 
and two in Massachusetts. 

‘ Mr, Bartholomew said in his re¬ 
port: ‘.‘Our constituency of the old 
-type grows constantly smaller, and 
our churches, of necessity, show the 
loss, 

“Last year 32 churches of the 66 
in the district paid $400 or less in 
money for pastoral support. Many of 
these are in charges having two 
churches, so that pastors are not so 
poorly paid as would at first appear. 

“Nevertheless, during the present 
year 12 pastors have received from 
their charges $400 or less in salaries, 
not including parsonages. One re- 
cevied only $200, and one less than 
$125. 

Of the small churches above men¬ 
tioned 18 are in communities in which 
there is no other Protestant denom¬ 
ination, and in 15 of these communi¬ 
ties there is no Roman Catholic 
church. 

“In these places we are certainly 
responsible for the religious welfare 
of all the people. For this work we 
need preachers of strong personality 
in the very communities in which we 
are paying pitifully small salaries. To 
the man of genuine missionary spirit 
and genuine Americanism, the facts 
here given make this not a field to be 
shunned, but a field of opportunity 
always attractive to the man of met¬ 
tle.” 

Sunday Day of Most Crime. 

An Austrian statistician publishes 
the results of curious examinations 
he has made as to the frequency of 
crime on the several days of the 
week. His investigations extended 
over several years and several pro¬ 
vinces of the Austrian empire. Of 
the 723 cases examined, these are the 
results: Sunday, 254; Monday. 125; 
Tuesday, 60; Wednesday, 62; Thurs¬ 
day, 62; Friday, 48; Saturday, 103. 
On Sundays when public houses are 
most freauented and most alcohol is 
consumed, most crime occurs. On 
Monday people are still under the in¬ 
fluence of their Sunday potations, and 
the number recedes until Saturday, 
which is payday. Saturday does not 
reach t.he figures of Sunday, because 
the public houses are frequented only 
in the evening.—London Tatler. 

How English Railroads Excel. 

While we are inclined to criticise 
English railroads with much freedom, 
they have a record in one respect 
which our own railroad managers 
must look upon with respect. The 
gross earnings of the English roads 
never showed an unfavorable fluctua¬ 
tion, as compared with a previous 
year, of over 1% per cent. With all 
the talk of poor railway management, 
of decadent industries, and of the 
economic evils of war, it is confusing 
to find that the commercial develop¬ 
ment of Great Britain, measured by 
her gross railroad traffic, presents an 
almost unbroken record' of advance. 
Net earnings, however, have been 
badly cut into by the rise in wages 
and by the higher cost of fuel.— 
Scribner’s.

Cabbage After Early Potatoes. 

To get a good crop of cabbage after 
early potatoes, It is only necessary tG 
have good strong healthy plants to 
commence with. To obtain such, sow 
the seed in drills, not less than one 
foot apart, and thinly in the row, iris 
last week of May or the linn week 'm 
June. One ounce of seed will produce 
2,000 plants, and if properly cultivated 
on good soil will produce the best 
plants in thirty days or by July first. 
After digging, the potato patch should 
be freshly plowed, and the soil thor¬ 
oughly pulverized. My plan is then to 
open furrows four feet apart and ap¬ 
ply five hundred pounds of some good 
fertilier per acre in these rows, cov¬ 
ering with a corn coverer, and set the 
plants three feet apart on these ridges>. 
Cover them deeply, even if the leave* 
are partly covered. Should the soi r 
be dry or a dry spell be likely to fol¬ 
low, tramp around each plant' after 
setting. It is best to lift the plant* 
with a digging fork rather than puE 
them from the seed bed, especially K 
at .all dry.

Work on Bible, 

An immense amount of labor has 
been expended on the various Bibles 
of the world. The palm for execution 
must be given to the Kutho-daw, 
which Is a Buddhist monument, near 
Mandalay, Burmah. It consists of 
about 700 temples, each containing a 
slab of white marble on which the 
Whole of this Buddhist Bible, contain¬ 
ing more than 8,000,000 syllables, has 
been engraved. The Burmese alpha¬ 
bet is used, the language Is Pall. The 
Kutho-daW was erected in 1857 by 
Mind on-mln, the last kin g hut one. 

First Patent in China. 

The Chinese government, accord¬ 
ing to German papers, has granted its 
first patent. It is for an electric 
lamp, the inventor of which is an in¬ 
habitant of Nanking, the old capital 
of the Chinese empire, who calls his 
lamp tho “bright moonlight," and as¬ 
serts that it is far superior to foreign 
glow lights that hither have been sold

There are few more useful farm 
implements than the roller—and 
there are few, if any, the use of 
which is more generally neglected.

■rolled in the spring so that the 
plants that the frosts have heaved 
from the- ground ■ may be pressed 
back Into the soil again, and a 
smooth surface given to the field 
for the reaper that, in a few months, 
is to follow.

pressing the fine particles of earth, 
thus making it sufficiently compact 
for the crop to thrive The use of 
the roller after sowing seeds of all 
kinds may often make the difference 
between the success of a crop and 
Us .failure. By bringing the earth 
in close contact, every good seed 
will germinate, while without the 
pressure given by the roller, a large 
share of the seeds may fail for want 
of sufficient moisture for germina¬ 
tion; or if they do start the germ 
dries and is killed. Gardeners are 
well aware of this fact, and in their 
operations use rollers of a size suit¬ 
ed to their work, or beat down the 
earth with the back of a spade. 

That roller which will most effec¬ 
tually break lumps and do its otner 
work at the least expense, is of 
course the best; but of the many 
kinds now in use it is difficult to de¬ 
cide which is the best for all cases. 
The cheapest, so far as first outlay is 
concerned, is one made from a log 
—and the oldest. 

Those in which cement is used for 
the roller, when well made, ,are last¬ 
ing and satisfactorj, and not costly. 
The one which the writer has used 
for a number of years, was made 
upon the farm, and entirely by ‘the 
farmer, except tbe small amount' of 
iron work which was furnished by 
the nearest blacksmith at a 'mode¬ 
rate cost. It Is a double roller, of 
the style shown in figure 1, that is, 
consisting of two rollers equal in all 
respects, joined end to end. A roll¬ 
er thus divided is much easier to 
turn' upon the land, as one-half 
turns forward and the other back¬ 
ward in the movement. The “bar¬ 
rel” portion, as the revolving part 
is called, is about 4 feet long, 3 feet 
in diameter and consists of two end 
pieces or “heads” of inch oak, to 
which the “staves” of narrow 1 y 2 
inch oak stuff are spiked with heavy 
nails. The axle, which passes 
through the center of the rollers, is 
a round bar of 1%-inch iron and is 
secured to the frame by close fitting 
iron boxes. The frame is made of 3 
by 4 inch oak scantling firmly mor¬ 
tised together. In front and back, 'a 
board is fitted into the frame at the 
underside of the frame pieces, thus 
making a long shallow trough, into 
which stones and other things may 
be put as picked up while the roller 
is at work. A cover for the roller, 
made of inch stuff In the manner 
shown in figure 2, is an important 
item if there is no shed under which

Artificial and Natural Silk. 

Several processes are now employed 
In Germany, Switzerland and Prance 
for the manufacture of artificial 
silk, and one of the German associa¬ 
tions is said to be negotiating for the 
establishment of a factory in the 
United States. In one of the latest 
processes cellulose dissolved in am- 
moniated oxide of copper is directly 
separated from this solution in the 
form of threads by the aid of an acid. 

Under the microscope all artificial 
silks are seen to differ from natural 
silks by, possessing thicker threads. 
The artificial silks are also. distended 
by water, the threads increasing from 
one-third to one-half in thickness, 
while natural silks do not perceptibly 
distend when wet.' Artificial silk is 
used instead of straw for making 
hats. It serves well for passemen¬ 
teries and embroideries, and produces 
an excellent quality of imitation hu¬ 
man hair.—Exchange. 


BEGINNING WITH BEES. 

Suggestions from an Expert Concern¬ 
ing the Honey Makers. 

The fear of stings, I think, prevents 
many from not liking the work, and 
yet, when properly protected with a 
bee-hat or face-veil, and working only 
in the Warm part of the day, and 
never when cloudy, rainy or cold, and 
with the .use of a good smoker, one 
rarely will be stung. 

I believe that bee culture can be so 
managed* that, if desirable, it may bo 
followed as a side issue, or in con¬ 
nection with another occupation. With 
lessened manipulation, which implies 
no swarming or extracting of honey, 
the best time to transfer combs and 
bees is, in my experience, in early 
spring. At this time the combs are 
light and, free of new honey, and 
brood rearing is but fairly ( started, 
consequently the work is quickly ac¬ 
complished without the loss.of brood, 
and a dauby mess of wasting honey, j 
as is the case, when combs' become jj 
filled, with new honey and brood-rear-' 
ing is in an advanced stage. 

I use a table to work , on have .

also putting the brood in as compact 
form as possible in the middle combs. 
After placing the hive on its stand, 
dump the bees down at the entrance, 
and see that 'the queen goes in and £ 
not under the , hive. In two or three J 
days cut The strings', and slowly pull 
them from the combs and the transfer 
is'complete.—Indiana Parmer.

Timber in India. 

There is a growing demand in India 
for timber other than teak, owing to 
the increase of factories and of coal 
mines, while there is also a large ex¬ 
port. The oldest form of cultivation 
practiced by the forest tribes of In¬ 
dia was to burn a good patch of wood 
land, leaving all the trunks bare and 
black, and then to sow among the fer¬ 
tilizing ashes ^ a miserable crop of 
gram, This was done for two years, 
by which time the jungle plants grew 
up and choked everything, In this 
way perhaps $2,000 worth of timber 
was killed, to grow $20 worth of grain, 
As some of these tribes to this day 
know no Other way to grow corn, they 
resent being interfered with and re¬ 
venge themselves by arson and more 
forests are destroyed.

Moving an Apiary.

Take a 
small load, not over a dozen colonies 
Let one man watch the hives with a 
lighted smoker, and another do the 
driving. You have no idea how easy" 
it is to smother bees by shutting 
them up in warm weather until you 
have killed a few colonies that Way. 
If the temperature is below 40 de 
grees, it will be safer and easier to 
shut the bees in. 

Don't leave anything but the barn 
ground at the old location. If the dis¬ 
tance is under a mile, a larga num¬ 
ber of bees will usually. go back to 
look around; but if they hav e marked 
the new home properly .they will al¬ 
ways return. If thev are in n e moved 
in warm weather it should be done 
very late in the afternoon, so they 
will have no chance to fly until the 
next day. If it is done in cool weath¬ 
er, leave them shut up until sundown. 
Put them on the new stands; leave 
them alone until some of them begin 
to fly, then go around and give every 
one a good smoking so they will 
know there is something doing. Then 
set up a board in front of each one so 
that a bee can not easily get out 
without bumping its head. I believe 
this is the most important part of 
the work, but it seems such a little 
thing that it is often neglected. It 
causes them to notice that there has 
been a change, and to mark the spot 
before leaving it. Many of them will 
go back to the old stand; and if there 
is a hive there, or anything that looks 
like one, they will enter it. and forget 
all about the new location. If them 
Is none they seem to remember that 
there Is one more chance, and that Is 
the place they have just come from. 

New Bee Pasture. 

Some progressive bee keepers will 
experiment this year with a native = 
plant which has heretofore been given 
little attention in the _ production of 
honey* It is a species of the phacelia 
which grows on dry ground all'over 
the Rocky mountain region. By plant¬ 
ing the seed the vines can be pro¬ 
duced on dry farm lands and thus 
furnish considerable bee pasture, for 
it yields an exceptionally high grade r 
of honey.
